With a highly decorated career spanning over 
forty years, Rob McConnell has achieved 
an impressive variety of accomplishments, 
including three Grammies, four Junos, two 
SOCAN awards, a Toronto Arts Award, 
eleven Jazz Report Awards and the Juno Jazz 
Hall of Fame, among many others. Recently 
appointed Officer of the Order of Canada, 
Mr. McConnell is a valve trombonist, com- 
poser and arranger, and leader and member 
of jazz groups of all sizes: from big bands, 
through sextets and quartets, down to his 









duets and trios with Ed Bickert, Neil 
Swainson and Don Thompson. For thirty 
years, Mr. McConnell’s main vehicle for jazz 
expression has been The Boss Brass. With 
that aggregation he has enjoyed headlining 
venues as well as sharing the stage with such 
illustrious guests as Mel Tormé, Joe Williams, 
The Hi-Lo’s and Oscar Peterson, across 
Canada and the United States. A fervent ad- 
vocate of jazz education, Mr. McConnell has 
been a soloist and clinician at Disney World, 
the University of Miami, West Georgia State 
University and McGill University. He has 
received an Honorary Doctorate degree from 
St. Francis Xavier University and was voted 
Best Arranger by the National Association of 
Jazz Educators. Among many other pursuits, 
Mr. McConnell was a guest artists with the 
Danish Radio Orchestra, The Fredensborg 
and Kluvers Big Bands of Denmark, the 
WDR Radio Orchestra of Cologne, and the 
Stuttgart Radio Orchestra. He has also toured 
Europe with the Gerry Mulligan tentet. Re- 
cently he has been an “Artist-in-Residence” 
at Leeds College in England, and a guest art- 
ist in Norway and Sweden, as well as 
Syracuse, Cleveland, Creston and Fairbanks. 
With The Boss Brass, he toured Brazil for 
the first time in September 1999,
